The plan 
as to the present consisted of an ex- 
hange of letters in which the com- 
pany's business was explained, and its 
Tospects made known. 
This companv will be of great ad- 
antage to Coshocton since it will em- 
iloy 300 men at good wages and will 
ring to the city a sturdy class who 
have shown by their industry and 
thrift that they are good citizens.The 
plant will be complete in every de- 
tail, and the company expects, with 
its available capital of S300.000 and 
splendid business built up by many- 
years of hard work, to create a much 
greater demand for its output. The 
proposition involves the expenditure 
on the part of Coshocton of a consid- 
erable amount of money, bat the im 
pression is general that the factory 
will be worth every dollar of it the 
first year.

The annual convention of the Ohio 
district of the United Mine Workers 
of America wili be heid In Columbus 
tbe week beginning Jan. 14. 
Tbe 


outlook is that it will be the largest 
in the history of the organization in 
Ohio, as the membership of this state 
is now over 26,000. 


Tbe nominations for state offices 
are made by petition from the vari- 
ous locals and blanks for this purpose 
are now being sent out from head- 
quarters. The officers to be elected 
are president, vice president, secre- 
tary- treasurer aod members of tbe 
National executive board. Tbe mem- 
bers of the state executive board are 
not selected by the convention, this 
board being composed of the sabdis- 
trict piesidents ana the state officers 
The present incumbents will all be 
candidates for re-election. President 
Haskitis and Vice President Sullivan, 
both of this city, • have served three 
years each in their respective posi- 
tions, and Seeietarv-Treasurer Sav- 
age has served a littte less tnan two 
years He was selected by the state 
Executive board to succeed Tom L. 
Lewis, when the latter resigned to 
take the National vice presidency,and 
has been elected once in convention. 
Under the administration of these of- 
ficers the order has been ; very pros- 
perous, and there is no organized sen- 
timent against their re-election. Two 
years ago it had but 12,000 members 
in the state and now practically everv 
one of the 26,000 mine workers of 
Ohio is on its rolls. The election of 
a member of tbe National executive 
board is made necessary by the resig- 
nation of Fred Dilcher.of Nelsonville, 
one of the best known mine workers 
:n the country.

London, Nov. 13.—The British isles 


and channels are being swept by a 
nerce storm, with a deluge of rain. 
There have been serious floods in 
Yorkshire. Several of the suburbs of 
Dublin are flooded, and elsewhere in 
Ireland treat damage has been done 
»y floods. Several fatal accidents have 
occurred, and railway communication 
la delayed- In some parts of the coun- 
try the rain fta* continued for 36 
hours. In the Manchester district, al- 
though there has been considerable 
damage, the floods have been rather 
•welcome than otherwise, as the mills 
had long suffered from the unusual 
drouth. Reports continually arrive of 
shipping casualties, especially on the 
Northumberland 
coast, where the 


•tonn Is extremely violent. 


Three resets were driven ashore at 


the entrance to the Tyne. Four small 
vessels have ben wrecked in the vicin- 
ity of Sunderland. and another has 
been wrecked off HartlepooL Alto- 
gether nin« persons were drowned In 
these disasters. The lighthouse on 
the Sunderland pier has been washed 
away. The gale in the Irish channel 
Is the severest known for many years. 
Five vessels have been wrecked in 
Kingstown harbor, which is strewn 
with wreckage. The mail boat Nord, 
which started from Dover for Calais, 
ran down the lightship of the works 
of the Xew Dover pier. The crew of 
the lightship was drowned. 


It is reported In Dover that 16 per- 


sons went down with the- lightship. 
The Nord has gone ashore at the Fora- 
hind, but her passengers are said to 
be safe.

Minneapolis, Nov. 13.—Minnesota 


and the steel trust will lock horns in 
the supreme court of th* United 
States before another year has passed. 
The contest will decide whether the 
independent owner of ore deposits is 
to have an even chance with the trust 
of marketing his product at th* smel- 
ter, or whether he must submit to any 
rate the railroads choos* to name, and 
In th* end be compelled to sell his 
property to the combine at a sacrifice. 
The trust.owaing railroads, docks and 
lake carriers, can, in the present ab- 
sence of state regulation, name a pro- 
hibitive rate for handling ore. The 
railroad and warehouse commission 
issued a formal order directing the 
railroads to file, on or before Dec. 3, 
a rat* on shipments from the mines 
to the docks at Duluth and Two Har- 
bor*. The railroads will contest this 
order in the courts. 


Trade Relations With Canada. 


"Washington. Nov. 13.—An important 


Interview with President Roosevelt is 
being held at White House by repre- 
sentatives of the Boston chamber of 
commerce and business men from 
various sections of the country in be- 
half of more intimate trade relations 
with Canada. The movement for re- 
ciprocal relations with Canada, began 
by th* chamber of commerce, has re- 
sulted in definite plans whereby the 
representatives shall give the execu- 
tive their views on the merits of the 
question. Secretary Long arrange* 
th* interview, and It Is understood 
that the question is thus to be consid- 
ered before President Rooseveltwrites 
his message to congress. 


Afghanistan Post Attacked.

the shoe store of X. O. Stone A Com- 
pany oa Euclid avenue. Th* blaze 
caused a. loss of $75,000 to that firm, 
of .which $40,000 is on stock aad 
$35.000 on the building. The jew- 
elry firm of Arnjstein Brothers £ Mier. 
on the second floor of the Stone block, 
lost $40.000. The upper stories wer* 
occupied by physicians, photographers 
and other tenants. A corset factory 
owned by Mrs. Graham, employing 
about 20 girls, was on the fifth floor. 
When the fire broke out all the girls 
made a rush for the fire escapes and 
ladders. The fir» spread so rapidly, 
however, that they could not us* th* 
fire escapes, and a number of th* girls 
were rescued by fireman, *n ladders, 
while three of the women, including 
Mrs. Graham, jumped from the fifth 
floor into a n«t held by the firemen. 


When taken to the hospital Miss 


Graham was found to hare been fatal- 
ly hurt, her side having been crashed 
in. spine fractured and an arm broken. 
She died later. Other occupants of 
the building injured were Miss Jean- 
ette Stratton, who jumped from the 
second story and sustained a broken 
hip; 
Kate Mulcahy jumped from the 


third story and received spinal in- 
juries and a broken leg. Two firemen 
were hurt by flying glass.

He left Mr. Kerler's house 
Oct. 4 to draw money fr*m a bank, 
bat did sot do so and was not seen 
aliv* afterward by his relatives.

Chief Applegate and Chief of Detect- 
ives Sullivan pumped Rathbon, who 
listened as one by one the circum- 
stances, which the police regard as 
proofs of his guilt, were laid before 
him by Chief Sullivan. According; to 
the officers Rathbun suddenly sprang 
op. and. walking hastily to a window, 
looked out for a few mitates. Then, 
turning like an animal at bay. he 
faced the crowd of men in the room 
and asked, in a shaking voice: "What 
is the punishment for offenses of this 
kind in Indiana? Does the death pen- 
alty exist there?" "Never mind about 
the penalty, Rathbun." said Captain 


I Sullivan. '"What we are interested in 
is the name of the dead man." 


For a moment Rathbun looked at 


the group of faces before him, and 
then he said: "You are on the right 
track. Goodman is the name of the 
dead maa. I met him in front of the 
Salvation Army and determined to 
keep him drank for several days and 
then fix him." Here he stopped and 
then said: "If I should make a confes- 
sion it would be printed in the papers, 
and would turn people against me.** 


Further efforts to secure a complete 


confession were unavailing, and Rath- 
bun was taken back to jail. Just be- 
fore this, however, he made the fot 
lowing statement to Chief of Detect- 
ives Sullivan: 


"I Admit Everything 


except that I killed Goodman. I meant 
to kill him. and kept him drunk for 
the purpose, bat he died of alcoholism 
and I was not forced to make way 
with him. My story about an accom- 
plice named Blanchard wajs fictitious. 
I acted alone and without a confed- 
erate." 


It Is said that Goodman, who was of 


a roving nature, came to this city on 
Oct. 29 and took up quarters at the 
Salvation Army. He repeatedly told 
the clerk, J. C. Pelton. that he did not 
have any money and did not know 
how he would get out of the city. Mr. 
Pelton says that about noon last Wed- 
nesday Goodman entered the hotel 
and remarked that he had "just met 
an easy mark," who had given him a 
quarter. "I have got an engagement 
with him at 7 o'clock tonight and he 
is going to show me how to make 
some money," continued Goodman. 
Shortly before 7 o'clock Pelton says 
he saw Goodman meet a man answer- 
ing Rathbun's description in front of 
the hotel Detective Donahue follow- 
ed the clew and found that the two 
men who answer the descriptions of 
Rtahbun and Goodman appeared in 
the Falls City hotel in JeSersonville 
about S o'clock. Rathbun registered 
for both and they were assigned to 
different rooms. According to Pelton's 
story Goodman returned to the Salva- 
tion Army hotel shortly after 9 o'clock 
with a new coat and vest on, and also 
a collar and tie. Pelton says he joked 
him about the change in his appear- 
ance, and Goodman said he had got 
the clothes from the "easy mark" he 
had met in the morning. Goodman 
told Pelton to check him off. as he 
was going to spend the night in In- 
diana with his friend. Goodman went 
out in a short time and has not been 
seen at the hotel since. 


Rathbun's Wife. 


Little Rock, Nov. 13.—-Rathbun's 


wife is prostrated, and it is said by 
her physicians that her condition is 
precarious, and all admittance 
to 


newspaper men is prohibited. Rath- 
bun was born in Oswego. N. Y., 28 
years ago. His description answers 
the description of the corpse here ex- 
cept that, without the shoes, the body 
measures only 5 feet 7% inches, while 
It is claimed Rathbun measures 5 feet 
8% inches. The face is clean shaven 
and has the appearance of a man 
about 24 years old.

Andrew Carnegie announced that he 
had decided to increase by $2,000,000 
his already large donations. Mr. Car 
negie said he would increase his orig- 
inal offer to endow a polytechnic 
school from $1.000,000 to S2.000.000 
provided the city of Pittsburg wouU 
donate a site. The rapid growth of 
the Carnegie institute, which com- 
prises art, music and literary depart- 
ments, has prompted Mr. Carnegi* to 
double its endowment of 11,000,000.

The commissioner says that tbe mat-

Tbe subject of agriculture, the com- : 


missioner says, is of prime Importance 
to the people of the Island. The wealth 
of tbe island lies in the soil, and. given 
good roads, the enrichment, comfort, 
happiness and. In fact, the very exist- 
ence of the people, depend upon the 
proper planting, care and cultivation 
of the soli. Under Spanish rule no at- 
tempts were made to enlighten, tav 
struct or encourage the agriculturists, 
and therefore they are poor fanners 
without knowledge of the adaptability 
of tbe products to soil, selection of 
seed, correct methods of cultivation or 
of proper Implements. He recommends 
tbe immediate establishment of agri- 
cultural experiment stations on the Is- 
land. In closing tbe commissioner says: 


"Not-withstanding tbe deplorable con- 


dition of the laboring classes at the 
time of the cession of Porto Rico to 
the United States, tbe awful destruc- 
tion of life and property wrought by 
the hurricane of 1899. the injury to 
trade and commerce caused by tbe nec- 
essary changes in the circulating me- 
dium, and, in spite of opposition and 
malicious representation as to the poli- 
cies pursued, there are hi an matter* 
relating to tbe department of the in- 
terior evidences of substantial progress 
made, and the prospects for the future 
are reasonably bright. There remains 
much to be done: yet. with the exercise 
of patience, industry, wise discretion 
and zeal, the speedy rehabilitation of 
Porto Rico as a veritable garden spot, 
rich and prosperous and the people 
fully employed, contented and happy, 
are conditions that those persons well 
informed as to the material resources 
of tbe Island and the character and dis- 
position of tbe people confidently pre- 
dict- Capital is needed for the restora- 
tion of old plantations and the opening 
and cultivation of new estates. In the 
near future fniits and vegetables will, 
I be! iev a, become large and profitable 
features of the agricultural industry of 
tbe island and a leading item in the 
exports to the United States.**
